APTAIN Harrifon weighed anchor at 
New-York on 25th Augut, 37 EY and 
fet fail from Sandy-Hook oa the ab » on 
board the floop Peggy, whereof he was com- 
mander, with a cargo of lumber, bees wax, 
fith, &c. for Fyal, one of the Weftegn If- 
ands, where he arrived fafe, without any re- 
markabie occurrence, on the 6th of Ofober. 
Having there difcharged his loading and 
taken in a cargo of wing, brandy, &c. he 
cook his departure, October 24th, tor News 
York, to which his vefte! belonged, the wind 
then blowing from. E, On the zoth of 
the monte the fanding fib was {pik by a 
hard gale, and as there was no other on 
board, the crew anbdent it, and put it rire 
good a conditigg as peflible. ‘The vi ce 
of the weather obliged them to go with their.. 
mainfail and jib double reefed , and of No- 
pemuber 6, being in latitude 98 deg. 2. - 
min, N, and long 52 deg. 3 min.’ W. . 
Landon, two fhrowds on each fide 
mavt were catried away, which made them 
put up two runners and tackies for the fup- 
port of the maft.
